WASHINGTON (.AP)-President 
Kennedy is expected to send a 
letter today to Soviet Premier 
Khrushchev that will set the stage 
for a foreign ministers meeting 
at Geneva on disarmament and 
nuclear tests. 
Informed sources said the White 
House would make public Kenne­ 
dy’s letter and probably Khrush­ 
chev’s letter to which the Presi­ 
dent is replying. 
Khrushchev’s lengthy message 
to Kennedy—and to British Prime 
Minister 
Harold Macmillan—ar­ 
rived Sunday. 
RED SWITCH 
It was disclosed Monday that 
the Soviet premier, in a switch 
from his previous proposals for 
starting the March 14 (Geneva dis­ 
armament conference at the sum­ 
mit level: 
1. Agreed to the Kennedy-Mac- 
millan proposal to launch the Ge­ 
neva gathering at the foreign 
ministers level.

Time was set back a half cen­ 
tury or more in Gettysburg today 
and people found they could live 
without 
electricity 
— 
even

they didn t like it. 
When a line failure cut power 
early this morning to practically 
all parts of Adams County with 
the exception of Biglerville, many 
residents found their homes grow- 
.ng cold, gas and oil furnaces 
did not work without the elec­ 
trical 
pumps 
and 
thermostats. 
Some gas furnaces were man­ 
ually operated. 
Stores, generally, opened, but 
some closed and some operated 
with flashlights and candles for 
the few customers who braved 
the storm. 
Most industries were closed. At 
the courthouse a few deputies 
reached their desks and worked 
for a time.

were closed and many business 
places shut down.

electric power was restored. Most 
of the industrial plants closed be­ 
cause of the power failures. 
It was the first day this winter 
that schools had been closed be­ 
cause of snow. 
Reports of the snowfall ranged 
up to 12 inches. The Gettysburg

“We are doing everything we 
can to restore power,” Lentz told 
The Times, “but the breakdown 
is so complete and so many lines 
are down because of the heavy 
snow that we are handicapped. We 
called for assistance from York 
and other areas, but they, too, 
are having their own trouble.” 
Fifteen linemen were divided 
into four crews in an effort to 
restore power as quickly as pos­ 
sible to many areas, Lentz said. 
Trees were blown or dragged 
(town by the sheer weight of the 
wet snow that fell throughout the 
area to a depth of six and one- 
half inches in Gettysburg and 
much deeper elsewhere in the 
county.

A firmly woven fabric with a fin­ 
ish to keep its dimensional sta­ 
bility, that is so it won’t shrink out 
(rf fit, is a good choice. Also a 
w ise choice is a fabric that is 
colorfast to sunlight and wash­ 
ing, is wrinkle and crease-resist­ 
ant, is not affected by perspira­ 
tion, and won’t stretch. 
LOOK TO CARE 
Buy clothing with a concern for 
the kind of care it will need. Most 
manufacturers 
place 
an 
extra 
hang tag on a garment telling 
whether it must be dry cleaned 
or if it can be laundered, and 
whether the garment can be m a­ 
chine dried or line dried. Look 
for the little "sure care” labels 
woven into garments or stitched 
on to indicate proper care. 
Some new automatic clothes 
dryers have a built-in "drying 
sense." The automatic device can 
fed the amount of dryness in 
clothing. This new feature may 
bring about more satisfactory re­ 
sults when machine drying fab­ 
rics of man-made fibers or fabrics 
treated with special finishes. 
HAS SOME MOISTURE 
Under normal conditions every 
fabric contains a small amount 
of moisture. A completely dry 
fabric feels harsh and has many

NASHVILLE, Term., Feb. 26—The bloodless occupation of this 
Southern metropolis was completed today, with Union troops under 
Brig. Gen Don Carlos Boc ll in full command.

Fresh 
from pouring victories at Fort 
DoneLson and Fort Henry, some 
70 miles northwest on the Cum­ 
berland and Tennessee Rivers, the 
Union troop* presented a sm art, 
orderly appearance.

EATING 
HABITS 
Usually it takes a change of 
eating habits before a person can 
bid unwanted pounds a final fare­ 
well. Fad reducing diets often help 
a person shed a few pounds, but 
generally the results are tempo­ 
rary. 
Every day each family mem­ 
ber, including the weight watch­ 
er. needs foods from each of four 
food groups. Need for milk is two 
cups for adults and three to four 
alps for children or the calcium 
equivalent of milk in cheese or 
ice cream ; two servings of meat, 
poultry, fish, or eggs; four serv- 
nigs of fruits and vegetables, in­ 
cluding one serving every day of 
a vitamin C-rich food and one 
serving every other day of a vita­ 
min A-rich food; and four serv­ 
ings of enriched or whole grain 
bread and cereals. 
Using the four food groups as 
a guide, try to keep the servings 
small, eat slowly and keep the 
extra foods at a minimum. Use 
seasonings that won’t add calo­ 
ries. For example, spices, herbs, 
vinegar, lemon, and other tart 
juices can take the 
place of 
gravies, salad dressings, some 
table fats, and rich sauces.

NEW YORK, N. Y , March 3—Extensive preparations were being 
made today for the departure from this port of the U.S.S. Monitor, 
the Union Navy’s first ironclad man of ww. 
The 172-foot vessel, haunched five weeks ago after a whirlwind 16- 
week construction period, cam es two 11-inch girns boused in armored 
turrets. It has a 41-foot beam and a KVfoot draft, 
Its constructions was oredered after Union officials learned of Con­ 
federate plans to launch an ironclad as a blockade runner. 
The Southern ship, the Merrimac, is a 3,500-ton. 40-gun Union 
frigate that was scuttled last spring when Union forces were swept 
out of Norfolk.
